Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As for claims 1,10, and 20, the prior art of record to Ellis (US 2005/0028208) 
teaches allowing a remote user to adjust program guide settings with an interactive 
television program guide. The prior art of record fails to disclose receiving, at a control 
unit, a directive for a television distribution operator to use a particular terminal for 
monitoring, and wherein the directive is received at the control unit through a 
communications means not including the distribution node of the television distribution 
system.
